WIinter Wheat has been attracting 
more attention in recent years. The 
chief reasoiiB for this are the increas 
ed price for winter wheat due to war 
conditions, the distribution of ths 
harvewtiing period over a longer per¬ 
iod of time and the fact that with 
the use of improved varieties and bet 
ter seeding practices the crop can 
now be grown more successfully. 

Previous to the war winter wheat 
generally soild at from five to ten 
cents per bushel below spring wheat, 
but darning the war years, since it 
could not bo imported from the Un¬ 
ited States, it lias been commanding 
a definitely higher price than tprmg. 
wheat. The premium for whiter whiai 
for the past year has been ten cents 
per bushel. 

Whiter wheat ripens lr>m one to 
two weeks earlier than spring wheat 
Many farmers who aim ;o do rractic- 
ally all of their own liai’ve«tiug ait 
finding it advantageous to lengthen 
thodlr harvesting period by a couple 
of weeks by devoting n portion of 
their crop to winter wheat. The tact 
hat winter wheat could also be mark 
vied oily and not included In a farm 
er’a quota has also tended to popul¬ 
arize it.
